Or TAWA, May 5—By a vote of 45 
to 19 parliament decided today not to 
enlarge the powers of the Royal Com 
mission of inquiry into the “‘Tuso 
charges, EF.

there was ample scope for investiga- 
tion, Therefore, the request made by 
Mr, Carvell.could netbe. granted,

Sir Robert replied that if they did 
not get it here they did in England 
He added that General Alderson had 


‘stated that the Canadian divisions at 


the front were more successful in 
keeping down snipers, and moro ef- 
ficient in the use of the rifle than any 
other part of the British forces, n, 
Williams had also stated just lately 
that the Canadians were moved to the 
part of the line they now hold be- 
enuse of their efficiency with the rifle, 
and they were doing what) was X- 
pected of them, 

Mr, Oliver said there should be an 
inquiry into the efficieney of the rifle 
used by the Canadian troops, He read 
from sey I recent “eyewitness” re- 
ports references to serious trouble 
from the rifle jamming and getting 
out of commission at critical times. 

Sir Robert replied that as a result 
of an inquiry in England last year, 
the chamber of the Ross rifle and the 
Lee-Enfleld had been entarged, ‘The 
British government had been very 
anxious to obtain the 100,000 Toss 
rifles which they ordered early in the

It appears from Von Jagow’s 
communication that foodstuffs are 
not just as plentiful in Germany 
as the Chancellor lately gave us to 
understand, 

Washington is given the choice 
of denying the right of a belliger- 
ent to Great Britain or of denying 
the rights of neutrals to its own 
people—or of fighting. 


What President Wilson asked 
for was conformity to interna- 
tional law. What he got was a 
re-assertion of Germany's claim to 
be above international law. 


According to Von Jagow, the 
Germans committed an appalling 
crime in cutting off supplies and 
starving Paris into capitulation 
forty years ago. 


Understood, of course, that 
Berlin’s anxiety to confine the 
horrors of war to the soldiers and 
sailors does not go the length of 
moving it to consider a stoppage 
of the baby-killing operations. 


According to Berlin, United 

States citizens have no rights at 
sea, but only concessions gracious- 
ly extended by Berlin, and to be 
withdrawn if the Government at 
Washington does not do what Ber- 
lin tells it. 
If it took the whole general 
staff of Kultur two solid weeks to 
prepare this latest exhibition of 
malicious duplicity, there is 
mighty little in the circumstance 
to induce the world to throw away 
free civilization and put itself un- 
der the schooling of the new 
system, 


Whatever else may be running 
short, Von Jagow has still on hand 
an ample suply of hypocritical pre- 
tensions. His overpowering sense 
of Germany’s deep regard for the 
interests of neutrals and the con- 
siderations due to humanity is 
enough to make him weep—with 
suppressed laughter. 


According to the latest plea of 
distressed Kultur, the Northern 
States committed an international 
offence in blockading the Southern 
States during the ciyil war, and 
Britain an act of national folly in 
not protesting against a blockade 
which cost her people millions of 
pounds, 

Granted that Germany’s case 
was too bad for anyone to give an 
appearance of respectability, it is 
due to say that it is not improved 
any by the language of transpar- 
ent silliness in which the Foreign 
Minister saw fit to clothe it. What 
sort of fools does Berlin think the 
rest of the world is composed of, 
unyway? 


Berlin, it seems, has 
ed’? that there is a ‘‘ possibility 
that the Sussex may have been 
‘the identical ship’? which a Ger- 
man submarine sank at that pre- 
cise time in that particular place. 
That sort of pretended ignorance 
deceives nobody outside Berlin. 
It only serves to show what a low 
estimate Berlin places on the in- 
felligence of the United States 
Governinent,

Nobody is likely to claim that 
Canada’s war business has been 
better managed than that of 


Great Britain. Neither is anyone 
likely to claim that Britain’s war 
business was managed in a way to 
be called competent until criticism 
woke the Asquith Government 
from its slumbers. 


The pleading that our Ministers 
be excused from wholesome criti- 
cism is either on behalf of weak- 
lings who are afraid to have their 
mistakes pointed out to them- 
selves, or on behalf of wasters 
who are afraid to have thei: in. 
competence pointed out to the 
public. 


Papers which are now pleading 
that the Borden Government be 
not criticised are the same papers 
that have been criticising the As- 
quith Government most freely, 
and at times most violently, ever 
since the war began. If it is the 
Imperial duty of Canadian papers 
to point out the mistakes of the 
British Government it would seem 
to be at least as properly their 
duty to give attention to the in- 
competence of our own. 


Does anybody suppose that T. 
De Witt Foster would not have 
been still buying spavined nags for 
the Militia Department but for 
criticism? Or that our soldiers 
would not still be supplied with 
inferior boots? Or that the men 
at the front would have their pro- 
per number of machine guns? Or 
that the pension fund would have 
been revised up to something near- 
er the cost of living? Or that Col. 
J. Wesley Allison’s gay career 
would have been stopped? 

The Montreal Gazette says: 
“The fuse of a modern shell is a 
“complicated picce of mechanism, 
“It has to be made with the fine- 
‘ness of a clock. If it is defec- 
“tive the shell is likely to be wast- 
“ed, exploding too soon or too 
“late, or not at all. Only large 
“establishments with a fair pro- 
‘*nortion of skilled mechanics in 
“their service could undertake to 
‘“‘make them in large quantities 
‘‘and in short time.’’ Wherefore 
the shell committee gave the fuse 
contracts to companies which had 
neither establishments, large or 
small, nor mechanics, skilled or 
otherwise. 


The gist of the Berlin note is 
that the submarines have been told 
to obey the law; but that these in- 
structions are contingent upon the 
United States persuading or com- 
pelling Great Britain to raise the 
blockade against German trade; 
and that if this is not done Ger- 
many reserves complete ‘‘liberty 
of action’’ to withdraw the in- 
structions and continue piracy. It 
goes without saying that Great 
Britain will not raise the blockade 
against Germany.

A severance of 
diplomatic relations seems logi- 
cally unavoidable.

The destruction of wealth in Burope 
we all know, is going on to a frightful 
extent, Great as it is, however, it is 
not so important as the destruction of 
capital, The distinetion between the 
destruction of wealth and the destruc. 
tion of capital is of the (first impor- 
tance, The destruction of wealth, 
hurtful as it Is, is like the loss of a 
farmer's yearly crop of apples; he 
may get on without apples for a sea- 
son, But the destruction of capital, 
since it is one of the factors by which 
wealth is produced, is like the entire 
loss of the apple tree itself; the farm- 
er can never again have apples of his 
own until a new tree has been grown 
The pivotal thing to know .then, i: 
whether it is wealth or capital whieh 
is being destroyed in Burope 

At the outset we are met with the 
fact that a very large part of the 
wealth produced in a country in times 
of peace jis mot saved, but is con- 
sumed without bringing other wealth 
into its slace, Indeed, the destruction 
of actual wealth by extravagance [n 
times of peace is probably nearly as 
freat as the amount destroyed in 
times of war, (But in mormal condi- 
tions, in spite of the waste of wealth

PROVISION FOR 
MAIMED MEN 


Hospitals Commission May Estab. 
lish Central Depot For Supply- 
ing Artificial Limbs

T. B. Kidner, vocational secretary 
¢f the Dominion Military Hospitals’ 
commission, while in Edmonton tn 
connection with the work of organis- 
ng vocational training in Alberta, 
stated that the commission had given 
® great deal of study to the question 
of artificial limbs to be supplied to | 
inaimed soldiers and was obtaining 
samples of the best artificial IMmbs 
nade in all countries, It was very 
probable that a central depot would 
be established to which «all men re- 
quiring artificial limbs would be sent. 
The fitting of an artificial limb, he 
mentioned, often took many weeks 
and during this time the men shoutd 
veceive special medical attention and 
might also commence their vocational 
training. 

‘The commission is also,” said Mr, 
Kidner, “giving special attention to 
the provision of suitable homes and 
treatment for what might be termed 
“Borderland” cases, cases in’ whieh 
men are suffering from shock and 
noute neuraesthenia as a result of 
their terrible experiences while under 
fre. These men are out ef place in 
# convalescent hospital and at the 
dame time they are not fit subjects 
for an insane asylum. In nearly all 
causes they recover with proper treat- 
ment, 


NO OFFICIAL NEWS 
WARRANTS RUMOR 
OF 66TH DISASTER 


A report emanating from some, as 
yet, undiscovered source, has been in 
circulation in the city yesterday to 
effect that serious msaap has befallen , 
the 66th Battalion, presumably in ‘ 
their voyage to England.
